Turning  to  the  Old  Country,  Alder- 
man Woodward  remarked  upon  the 
rise  of  tbe  I„il)or  parly,  and  added. 
"If  tbe  lyabor  part\-  Is  elected  It  will 
also  make  a  belter,  sincerer  aHetiipt 
to  grapple  with  the  problenne  of 
everyday  life  than  haira  tl|e  other  two 
part  tea.

The  ar- 
rest of  Upton  Sinclair,  who.  no  mat- 
ter what  might  be  thought  of  some  of 
his  views,  had  undoubtedly  made  a 
useful  contribution  to  th«*  efforts  for 
solving  the  probienis  of  the  times  In 
which  be  \N  i<<  luiiiK.  was  sufllcieot  to 
condemn  the  Anterlcan  plan. 

A  SpMtaal  Ooatrlbntlen 

Tn  raise  «agea  lo  make  a  great 
spiritual  contribution,  for  It  led  to  an 
itn prove-ment  in  \arious  phases  of  life. 
Th*  had  times,  of  recent  years, 
claimed  Ald«rman  Woodward,  were 
due  to  the  auccees  of  the  American 
capitalists  in  reducing  wages.  The  ef- 
fect had  been  world-wide.  The 
sate  of  commodities  had  fallen  off; 
iineniplo.v  tii"nt  had  come.  and 
markets  had  been  Hr  mora  lir.ed  If 
the  nrlti>ili  plan  bad  been  followed 
there  would  have  been  no  such  re- 
sults. Any  man  who  kept  up  wages 
was  aiding  In  the  stabilisation  of 
markets.  Ths  prosperity  of  the 
workers  was  rsflected  througliout  all 
classes  of  people. 

\'lctorla  was  supposed  to  he  A  OOn- 
Indu'lrial  cily.  and  yet.  said  Alder- 
man Woodwa'id.  he  believed  there 
were  as  many  Induatrlea  here  as  In 
ary  city  of  Its  slue  on  the  continent. 
Ans^rican  capital,  however,  resulted 
in  tfte  proflta  leaving  the  eity,  while 
the  employment  of  Orieatal  labor  had 
the  sime  result  In  the  matter  of 
wages.  There  could  be  no  greater 
boon  to  Victoria  than  the  tsking  over 
of  the  industries  by  the  fltir.ens.  and 
the  psylna  of  high  wages  to  white 
workers.  I<eeping  profltO  ajld  Wage 
money  at  home. 

Taking  up  the  question  of  wagee 
paM  hers,  the  speaker  gave  Inataneaa 
of  a  man  working  for  the  Canadian 
.'■tational  Rallwaya  for  SOc  Ver  hour 
nnd  mainUinlng  a  wife  and  family; 
snd  another  keeping  a  Wife  and  six 
children  on  tS  per  day  If  the 
health  of  any  ni'^mlier  of  famiUea 
such  aa  these  ga\e  wav  there  would 
not  be  sufficient  money  to  pay  doc- 
tor's bills,  and  thla  would  net  be  fair 
to  the  members  of  the  medical  pro- 
feastoa,  who  wees  untitled  to  re- 
muneration for  thetr  aa rriees.  The 
well-to-do  men  were  the  meet  un- 
easonable    In    desllnv    wltli  these 


questions,  and  the  most  prosperous 
msn  on  the  City  CounftI  when  |h« 
matter  of  iho  div  ^..-.n^  hospital 
bills  for  Indigents  was  belny  con- 
sidered, had  wanted  ^to  kHOW  why 
iheae  people  could  not  pay  their  own 
hllle.  If  he  had  had  to  carry  on  a 
struggle  BBCli  as  underpeld  workers 
to  wheal  raferaaoa  had  been  made.

There  have  been  some  violations  of 
international  law  in  the  porta  of  the 
Pacific  Coast,  but  the  fact  is  notice- 
able that  responsible  officials  of  the 
United  States  Government  realize  the 
gravity  of  the  situation,  and  arc  \cry 
careful  to  proceed  about  the  business 
of  creating  new  international  law 
very  deliberately  and  cautiously. 
There  is  little  doubt  that  their  will 
must  prevail  in  the  end,  even  despite 
the  protests  of  the  Powers  that  do 
not  believe  in  prohibition,  and  whose 
people  do  not  believe  in  prohibition 
either.  The  Ameriimn  Government 
has  the  power  to  enforce  its  decrees, 
and  it  must  be  confessed  that  inter- 
national law  is  largely  based  upon 
the  will  of  nations  which  in  the  past 
have  bad  the  power  to  make  and 
enforce  laws  that  at  the  time  ap- 
peared to  be  for  their  advantage.

Thus  it  would  appear  that  the  pco 
pie  of  all  the  nations  must  bow  their 
heads  in  submission  to  an  arbitrary 
decree  based  upon  the  will  of  a  small 
majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  what  even  may 
be  a  minority  of  the  people  of  the 
United  States— because  already  there 
appears  to  be  a  revolt  against  prohi- 
bition, and  undoubtedly  in  several  of 
the  more  populous  of  the  states  a  re- 
action has  set  in  which  is  going  to 
make  the  task  of  enforcing  the  law 
an  absolute  ■  hility.    How  any 

people  with  a  giam  ut  independence 
in  their  composition  can  aabpiit  to 
other  people  arbitrarily  setting 
bounds  to  their  personal  liberty,  to 
dealing  with  them  aa  though  they 

were  bereft  of  reason  and  should  be 
herded  like  a  drove  of  cattle,  is  past 
finding  out.  Still  the  fact  must  be 
admitted  th.it  there  .ire  men  of  sound 
judgment  and  wide  discernment  who 
maintain  that,  given  time,  prohibi- 
tion will  not  only  be  enforceable,  hut 
will  prove  successful  and  a  blessing. 
Well,  it  is  a  great  experiment,  and  it 
is  going  to  upset  other  institutiotta  aa 
well  as  international  law.

As  a  result  of  this  deliverance  of 
the  Methodist  Church,  a  joint  com- 
mittee r.>presentlng  Presbyterian, 
Methodist        and  Congregational 

churches  met  i„  1904,  and  attar  eon. 
fore  nee  if^sue.i  atatsment  m  which 
u  was  declared  the  organic  anion  was 
drairabi,.  and  practicable.  This  wax 
reported  to  tha  goneral  assembly  of 
the  same  year,  and  a  committee  was 
named  to  considsr  a  basis  of  union 
Thia  new  committee  met  with  repre- 
aentatlves  of  n,^  t»o  other  churches, 
end  such  meetings  continued  for  sev-^ 
era  I  >e*ra.  In  1910  the  general  aa- 
aembl\  approxed  of  the  basis  oX  Union, 
and  In  1911  sixty-seven  praabytorlae 
voted  on  the  propoeal,  flfty«^raa  re- 
porting a  favorable  vote.  In  the 
aame  year  a  general  vote  of  the  »o«. 
bera  of  the  church  was  tsken  on  the 
leae,  wlHeh  reaulted  in  113.000  f„r 
union  and  50.900  against,  in  191.',  a 
second  vote  of  the  people  w «»  taken 
and  113,000  voted  for  th 
and  74,000  against. 

As  a  reeult  of  the  votea  of  the 
communleanta  aad  preal^terlee.  the 
general  aaeemhiy  at  a  meeting  held 
In  Winnipeg  in  1016  fully  committed 
the  church  to  union,  the  terms  of  tho 
motion  being  aa  follows:  "This  Ren 
eral  assembly  of  the  Preshyterlajr 
Church  of  Canada  .1..  now  resolve  to 
unite  with  the  Mcthedlst  Church  of 
Canada  and  the  Congragatlonal 
Church  of  Canada  to  conatltata  the 
Cnlted  Church  of  Canada,  on  the 
basis  of  union  approved  hy  the  gen- 
eral assembly  of  llli,  and  by  the 
majority  of  preahytarlaa  consulted 
under  the  Barrier  Act."  The  vote  on 
this  motion  wss  ^arrled  by  a  majority 
of  40«  to  »0.  In  spite  of  the  large 
nfflrmatlve  vote  It  waa  agreed  that 
no  :i.  lion  Ir.oklng  toward  union 
should  be  taken  until  one  year  after 
the  conelusloa  4»f  the  war. 


The  war  halag  over,  tha  aaaamhly 

of  1*11  In  Teroata  took  ap  tha  auea- 
tion  In  earnaat.  and  decided  to  con- 
summate union  as  speedily  aa  possl* 
ble.  aad  a  eemmlttee  waa  named  ta 
carry  out  this  policy.  This  committee 
selected  prominent  lawyera  of  To- 
ronto ,is  (  niin..<el.  \V.  \.  Tllley,  K  f  . 
and  K  .s.  C.,«sela.  K  C  I'nde'r  the 
direction  of  this  committee,  sided  by 
counael.  the  draft  billa  have  now 
been  prepared  for  atlbmlailon  to  Par- 
liament. 

The  legal  advtaera  at  the  meeting 
In  Toronto  a  few  weeks  ago  were 
aaked  hew  long  it  would  take  to  com-

If  everything  went  well  it  would  take 
three  ieais.  The'  eccleaiastical  ar- 
ranKenienia  will  probably  take  one 
or  two  years,  so  that  even  if  "  the 
coming  assembly  approvea  the  draft 
biiu.  actual  union  will  auu  ha  ttva 
years  aWay.
